Don trackmen get their first look this year at the collected Southern California 
track powers tomorrow, the occasion being the SPA AAU Relays held at East Los 


Angeles Junior College. 


This will be the cindermen’s second outing of the year, after they were eased 


out by LBCC, 59%-62%, last 
week. 

The Dons’ biggest threat will be 
in the distance relays. The shal- 
lowness of the squad will force 
Coach John Ward to forfeit seve- 
ral events and spread his men 
rather thinly in others. 


Santa Ana entrants in the 880 
and 440 yard relays will be Jerry 
Mathney, Ron Contreras, David 
Krowel and Joe Kocurek. 


The mile relay will be run by 
Kent Scholten, Rod Jones, Jim 
Giyer and John Kershaw.- Giyer, 
Kershaw, Bob Coon and Lee 
Mathews will be the SAC repre- 
sentatives in the two mile relay. 


Scholten, John Foley, Jack Cur- 
rier and Bob Coon are entered in 
the distance medley. 


The Dons will participate in only 
three field events, the high jump, 
broad jump and shot put. The high 
jumping task will fall to David 
Haven, and Rod Jones, Joe Koc- 
urek and Joel Habener will broad 
jump. 

The pole vault will be entered 
by Bill Hammond, and Dave Wha- 
len will throw the shot put. 

The Dons’ opening meet signi- 
fied a trouble that could be a de- 
ciding factor in SAC’s State 
Championship defense. Although 
the Don squad scored well as a 
whole, Long Beach followed them 
by taking a big percentage of 
seconds and thirds, and the Vik- 
ings had only to blank the Dons in 
one or two events to win the 
meet. 


Santa Ana_ College’s field 
event contestants did better than 
expected against Long Beach and 
the distance cindermen came 
through as expected. The sprints 
and hurdles probably hurt SAC the 
most, and Coach Ward stated that 
the sprints will probably hamper 
his squad all season.
